However, more than sub- 
stantial sales can be counted on (1) because it falls into the class of intellectual 
snob appeal, a big factor in current best sellerdom;(2) it feeds the ego of thirst 
for acquiring knowledge; (3) it follows through on the press success of An Almanac 
for Hoderns; (4) it is grand reading, once one accepts that fact that it is not a 
tabloid course in great naturalists....Personally, I found it exciting, revealing, 
unique both in substance and handling.

of mere listener. It demands some background (and stimulates interest in further 
reading).

Somehow the book misses fire - the text lacks the inspired quality of Gordon 
Brinley's Away To The Gaspe (Dodd, Mead) - the author fails to convey the peculiar 
charm of the country of which she writes. A native Gaspean, she lives now in New 
Jersey, returning each vacation to the Gaspe, via Montreal, Quebec, Levis and on to 
the Matapedia Valley, past the Restigouche and Cascapedia Rivers, on round the Pen- 
insula, east and northbound, along the Bay de Chaleur, to Perce and Gaspe, winding 
up at Metis and north shore watering places. A faithful account, dotted with local 
historical bits and legends, descriptions of the different towns, types of house, 
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habttants, and so on, even to trees, flowers, and birds. Should be a practical aid 

to one going to the Gaspe, if used as a guidebook, but lacks the inspirational qual- 
ity that makes one want to go. Possibly the page decorations by Vivian Moir and the

A book which anyone seriously and constructively interested in the possibil- 
ity of working out a practical method of solving threats of war should have as a ref- 
erence book on what has been tried, what has failed, and where the diplomats of the 
world have been found wanting. A practical plan of reorganization of the League to 
permit inclusion of nations not willing to accept the whole is presented. Not light 
reading — not a tabloid dose for those who want a short cut to the facts, past and 
present, but a book for serious students of diplomatic and international relation- 
ships. $3.

Colorful bits from a full life - semi-autobiographical. The first half 
deals definitely with Yeats' personal relations with famous people of his day - Lady 
Gregory, Synge, Moore, Martyn. The last half is made up of bits of data, thoughts, 
events -— the birth of the Irish National Theatre, politics, Gaelic tongue and folk 
lore, study of the supernatural. The volume includes reprints of three short books, 
published in Dublin, under the titles of Estrangement, The Death of Sygne, and The 
Bounty of Sweden. A spontaneous, simple, friendly book, which makes Yeats himself 
seem a personal acquaintance. $2.

It is hardly comparable to the usual popular book on astronomy because 
it is unique in its steadfast concentration on one subject. The author is doing re- 
search at the Mt. Wilson Observatory. $3.
